GOVERNMENT TO THE VERY END AND THEN TRIED TO SHIFT 
AROUND TO BEING THE GREAT FRIEND AND SUPPORTER OF THE 
CONQUERING FORCES. HE SAID THAT THE SOVIET AMBASSADOR 
WAS LIVID IN HIS RAGE, BUT COULD HARDLY AFFORD THE PUBLIC 
SPECTACLE OF WALKING OUT BECAUSE THE OCCASION WAS FOR 
VISITING KIM IL SUNG. 
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
